Ynprovising snow-ploughs by 
coupling three trucks together, em- 
ployes of the State Highway Com- 
mission last night broke a trail 
‘across the crest, rescuing 20 mo- 
tor parties stranded in the moun- 
ains near Strawberry Flat since 
Bunday, when caught in a blind- 
ing snowstorm. 

Although the road is open from 
Strawberry Flat to the valley, 
‘there were more than 75 persons 
at Lake Arrowhead last night un- 
able to drive their cars out. 
Motorists Follow Trucks’ Trail 

The heavy four-wheel-drive 
trucks bucked through deep drifts 
on Palmer Hill, the circuitous 
grade east of Strawberry Fiat, 
for hours before making a trail 
through which the motorists were 
able to follow. Twenty cars left 
the mountains last night, and 
John Dexter, of Squirrel Inn, re- 
ported that the road was pass- 
able as far as Blue Jay Canyon, 
via Strawberry. 

The motorists were stranded 

late Sunday afternoon when they 
were forced to desert their cars 
and hike to resorts when their 
automobiles stalled in the drifts 
along the road after a 24-hour 
snowstorm. It was snowing light- 
ly on the crest last night.

Proclamation calling an 
$850,000 courthouse bond issue 
was issued yesterday. by the 
Board of Supervisors—the last 
legal step in submitting the 
proposition of purchasing, a| 
new site and erecting a. new 
group of county buildings to 
the voters of the county.

PLANS INGREASED 
ELECTRIC POWER 


President John B. Miller of the 


Southern California Edison Com- 
pany, in addressing. the annual 
meeting of the stockholders to- 
day, announced that the project 
of the company had been greatly 
increased. Mr. Miller remarked 
that from the water power elec- 
trical development on the com- 
pany’s Big Creek-San Joaquin 
River project, with additional 
steam reserve, the Edison gen- 
erating capacity increased by 2,- 
250,000 horsepower. Its present 
capacity is 500,000 horsepower of 
water and steam-generated elec- 
tricity. Among the achievements 
of the company contained in the 
Lannual report which Mr. Miller 
presented to the stockholders are 
the following: 

During the year 17,529 stock- 
holders were added, bringing the 
total number up to 65,636. 

One hundred and thirty thous- 
and horsepower of electric energy 
has been developed from the Big 
Creek-San Joaquin River project 
during the year. Auxiliary steam 
power necessary to tender the 
equilibrium between water and 
steam generation amounting to 
132,000 horsepower will be added 
during the present year. 

Mr. Miller stated that new busi- 
ness amounting to 219,046 horse- 
power has been contracted for 
during the year, which will absorb 
the capacity of new plants con- 
structed last year. Fifty-four 
thousand, four hundred new con- 
sumers were added during the 
year, making a total of 248,000 
consumers served direct from the 
company’s lines, and 150,000 more 
through energy sold wholesale ta 
municipalities for resale. _ 

Concerning rates for electric 
service, the annual report will set 
forth that on Noy. 15, 1923, a fur- 
ther reduction in rates was author- 
ized bp the Railroad Commission, 
making the present rates lower 
than the rates prevailing prior to 
the war, a condition made poss- 
ible by the expansion of the com- 
pany’s business and the efficiency 
and economy resulting from the 
gradual consummation of its great 
program of hydro-electric devel- 
opment. 

The present year’s budget ap- 
propriation for construction of 
waterpower and steam generation 
properties and for transmission 
and distribution will amount’ to 
$26,288,000. The company expects 
to finance this by the sale of pre- 
ferred stock amounting to $8,000,- 
000, which will enable it to sell 
bonds amounting to approximate- 
ly $18,000,000. 

The chief construction activ- 
ities of the company this ycar are 
adding extensively to its steam 
power auxiliary and forcing to 
1apid completion the great Flor- 
ence Lake tunnel in the High 
Sierras by about February, 1925, 
which will provide an additional 
water supply sufficient to gener- 
ate 600,000 horsepower of new 
electric power.

Reports from every seetion of 
California indicate that the en- 
tire state is aligning itself be- 
hind President Calvin Coolidge 
in his primary campaign. Inten- 
sive work has been reported in 
all sections during the past two 
weeks, according to Southern Cal- 
ifornia campaign officials. If the 
current rate of progress is main- 
tained the chief executive will be 
supported at the May primary by 
the greatest assemblage in the 
history of the state, they say. 

Congressman John D, Freder- 
icks and Walter F. Lineburger 
will be the guests of honor and 
speakers at a luncheon to be 
conducted Tuesday, March 25th, 
in Angeles by the Coolidge 
forces. Reservations have been 
made for several hundred per 
sons at Paulais’, 741 South Broad- 
way, by the Coolidge headquart- 
ers.

OBITUARY 


Christine Hirschler, nee Schmidt, 
was a daughter of Abraham and 
Anna Schmidt. She was born

her childhood and youth at Don- 
nellson, Iowa.

Rditor of The Upland News: 

As an American citizen and a 
resident of California for the past 
eighteen years, may I add a few 
suggestions to the Mexican sit- 
uation in Southern California. 

It is not merely a local prob- 
lem any longer, but a state and 
national issue. The ‘great duty of 
each of us today is to promote 
good citizenship among our nefgh- 
bors. Under present conditions, 
however, this is a great prob- 
lem. Ever since the Diaz revo- 
lution in 1912, Mexico has been 
overrun with bandits and outlaws, 
and most of these have learnt of 
other ways of making a living 
besides working. 

Through our slack immigration 
laws many have come to Cali- 
fornia every year. A limited | 
number of good Americans may 
be needed for certain kinds of 
labor, but it is deplorable that 
with white help looking for work 
in every community that the Mex- 
ican should be given preference. 
In this way many a young Amer- 
ican is tempted to forge a check 
or commit crime to make a living, 
and yet we know that Americans 
are not naturally vicious nor crim- 
inal. I have never heard of any 
American burning up 
man’s car. But considering the 
small per cent of Mexicans to 
our population (perhaps 10 per 
cent) the amount of crime by 
them is simply appalling.

Safeguarding against an _ epi- 
demic among livestock herds of 
the county of the hoof and mouth 
disease, which broke out afresh in 
Merced and Mariposa counties 
last week, the Board of Supervis- 
ors. yesterday urgéd Governor 
Friend W. Richardson to halt the 
shipping of animals into South- 
ern California from the north.

“The Board of Supervisors in 
session today directs me to re 
quest you that an embargo be 
Placed against the shipping of 
livestock from northern to South- 
ern California pending the con- 
tinuance of the foc: and mouth 
disease.

General world conditions in ag- 
riculture call for the most thought- 
ful consideration and _ intelligent 
leadership at this time. We have 
been passing through a period of 
general agricultural depression 
due to economic conditions of the 
world brought about by the World 
War. Prices of raw agricultural 
products have been such that the 
purchasing power of the dollar 
{ eat by farmers is not equal 
in value to that which prevailed 
in the pre-war period. The manu- 
factured products which the farm- 
er must necessarily buy have 
continued to remain on the high 
level of prices thus causing a 
problem to producers of major 
importance. 

Probably at no time in the his- 
tory of agriculture have general 
conditions been more acute in the 
country at large than .during the 
crop season just closed. For the 
past five years the farm value of 
soil products of the state, accord- 
ing to the California Co-operative 
Crop Reporting Service, is shown 
by the following figures:

A study of these figures show 
that the farm value of our crops 
is $158,166,000 less in 1923 than 
Min 1919. The years 1919 and 1920 


were years of inflated prices as 
a result of conditions following 
the war, but we are now return- 


ing to pre-war conditions. 

, The general unrest being ex- 
pressed throughout the country is 
noticeable. Movements of various 
kinds politically and economically 
are in progress, all looking to- 
ward relieving the economic con- 
dition of the farmer. 

The agricultural possibilities of 
California at this particular time 
offer attractive inducements to 
those who are seeking new loca- 
tions for farming. We find from 
j}the records of commercial clubs 
and other organizations interest- 
ed in the development of Califor- 
nia a large movement of people 
into the state looking for new lo- 
cations to conduct fruit growing, 
livestock raising, or other agri- 
cultural activities. Farm values 
in our state are now such that 





the present land owner is justified | 


in remaining on the land, and this 
seems to be an opportune time 
for agricultural land investments 
of a substantial character and 
good farm land can now be pur- 
chased in this state at reasonable 
prices more in harmony with the 
true productive value of the land 
than for the past few years. In- 
flated farm land values are rapid- 
ly disappearing, particularly in 
California, which condition means 
that agriculture is offering better 
inducements at this time for those 
who are interested in taking a 
part in the development of our 
vast agricultural resources. 

The interest which our banking 
systems and business interests of 
all kinds are taking in the farm: 
er’s problem is very encouraging: 
This is doing much to relieve the

Modern business meth- 
ods are being applied to agricul- 


|ture, and as the farmer becomes

Prospects For 
Summer Bright 


Nation’s Building Expected to Eclipse Last Year 
Substantial Gains Shown by February Reports 
General Advance in Material Prices 








Building activities in the leading cities of the United States will this spring eclipse the tremen- 
dous volume of the corresponding period last year, unless some unforseen developments oceur within 
the next few weeks. 


This is indicated by official reports from the building departments of 320 cities and towns for 
February as made public through the monthly survey of S. W. Straus & Co. These centers reported 
building permits for February of $296,087,739. In 314 of these places in which comparisons are avail- 
able, there was a gain of 20 per cent over February, 1923, The eastern group of cities gained 38 per 
cent; the South gained 9 per cent; the middle west lost 5 per cent, and the Pacific Coast group gained 
14 per cent. 


‘The February exhibit herewith presented,’’ the survey states, presages the most active spring 
building season in the history of the country, barring unexpected eventualities within the next few 
weeks. 


“Tt is indicated from the reports that the preponderance of building activities this spring and 
summer will be confined to the large cities. The twenty-five centers which led in building permits for 
the month reported $221,659,658 or 75 per cent of the total permits issued in 329 cities and towns. 


“New York City continued to reveal amazing figures, the month’s total being $109,046,509, a 
gain of nearly $30,000,000, or 37 per cent over February, 1928, and more than 100 per cent over Feb- 
ruary, 1922. 


“Other cities showing large percentages of gains were Los Angeles, Detroit, Providence, R. Li; 
Rochester, N. Y., Boston, Indianapolis, Portland, Ore., San Francisco and Oakland, Cal., while Chicago 
and Washington showed considerable losses, ‘ 


“Building material prices increased somewhat {n practically all lines during February. In the 
East, especially New York City, the rise in starting materials was significant. Southern pine was 
somewhat scarcer than usual and as a result prices were higher, but still considerably below February 
of last year. Cement and lime prices in some Middle Western cities were softer. Structural materials, 
rivets and bar iron also showed slight decline. 


“Among building material experts the immediate expectation was for further increase in the 
spring months.’’

BUY PUMPING MACHINERY 
Contract for the purchase of 
booster pump capable of lifting more | 
than 2500 gallons of water and for a 
200-horsepower electric motor to oper- 
ate same, was last night awarded by 
the city council to the Byron Jackson 
Pump Company, whose bid for pump 
and motor set up at the city wells 
in East Fourth Street was $4,629.60.

OIL WORKERS SEEK PAY 

With. between 43,500 and $4,000 al- 
leged due them in wages, drillers 
and oil workers to the number of 15 
who have been employed for several 
months at a well said to be owned 
by the U. S. .Petroleum Company to 
the southeast of this city, yesterday 
appealed to Ontario police authorities 
and to local attorneys to aid them 
in locating C. S. Summers, treasurer 
of the company, and in coliecting the 
money alleged due them. 

The Petroleum concern, which was 
reported to have been backed by the 
Acme Holding Company, maintained 
offices for some time in the California 
theatre building at Euclid Avenue and 
B Street, but Mr. Summers or other 
officials of the company could not 
be located there today. 

Attorney Archie D. Mitchell, who has 
been requested by the oil workers to 
look into the conéern, stated this after- 
noon that he had been unable to find 
any records of it in San Bernardino 
County. 

F. H. Wallihan, secretary of the 
Ontario Business Men’s Association, 
stated this evening that he had been 
able to learn very little about’ the 
concern, but had be¢n informed that 
they had sold some stock hereabouts. 
It is not known whether the compaiy 
was incorporated or not, 

The oil workers claim that they 
have received no wages for more 
than 30 days, but that previous to 
that they were paid regularly every 
two weeks, ‘their checks being signed 
by Summers as treasurer. The workers 
are seeking to place a mechanic’s 
lien against the well rig, which is 
said to be valued at about $20,000, 
but it is not known whether it is 
heavily mortgaged or not. 

URGES VIGILANCE 

Harry Cook, prominent Ontario 
dairyman and secretary of the Cali- 
fornia Jersey Cattle Club, today urged 
local dairymen to double thetr vigil- 
ance against the spread of hoof and 
mouth disease, following receipt of a 
telegram authorized by the State 
Board of Agriculture from CL. 
Hughes, secretary of the Sales and 
Pedigree Gompany of Sacramento. The 
wire declared the foot and mouth 
situation grave and spreading rapidly, 
making in one case in Alameda county 
a 16-mile jump. vf 

While no case of the epidemic has 
as yet been reported south of the 
Techachepi, it is reported to be 
spreading southward and every pre- 
caution is being urged. Where so 
much as one cow becomes affected, 
the State is ordering the entire herd 
killed and warning has beei issued 
that where the disease is spread 
through lack of care on the part of 
the farmer he may hope for no re- 
imbursement when his herd is killed 
off,
